In an address to the Veterans of 


Foreign Wars’ national encamp- 


ment, the Army chief of staff _ 


said: 

“The task is not easy. It be- 
comes especially. difficult when 
we feel forced to wonder whether 
every friendly gesture of our own, 
every well-intended proposal, is 
being twisted by another into a 
sinister design. 

“When we believe that courtesy 
is met with rudeness, generosity 
with arrogance, patience wears 
thin. Wet our determination in 
this particular effort must be in- 
exhaustible, because on its suc- 
cessful outcome depends the whole 
future of civilization, ours in- 
cluded, 

“Moreover, it is only through pa- 
‘tient study and exploration that 
we can discover the basic reasons 
why any other should seemingly 
obstruct progress toward a goal 
that holds out such a promise to 
mankind.” 

Qualities of Leadership. 

Gen. Eisenhower said “if our 
nation is to be aé_ée successful 
leader of the world toward peace, 
it must exercise, in full measure, 
all the qualities of leadership.” 

“We must show firmness in the 
right,” he said, “uncompromising 
support of justice and freedom, 
respect for all, and patience and 
determination in winning ovér 
any that through fear, hope for 
revenge, or any selfish purpose 
are blinded to their own national, 
see well as the world’s best inter- 
est.’ 

Eisenhower mentioned no for- 
eign nations directly. 

After Japan’s surrender, Gen. 
Eisenhower said, we appraised 
conditions with an “almost dan- 
gerous optir-:-m” as an “over- 
hysterical” public demand was 
raised for complete demobiliza- 
tion. 

Even now, he added, “simul- 
taneously with the defeat of some 
of our hopes for a shrinking task, 
we are making still further cuts 
in our defense activity.” 

“Every detail .f this situation,” 
he said, “is important to you and 
to future peace.” 

Emphasizing the need for “unity 
and strength,” Gen. Eisenhower 
said the United States had a “far 
more important world role to fill 
in this chaotic interim than the 
occupation of conquered countries, 
the manning of bases and the care 
of vast amounts of public prop- 
erty.” 

The Aftermath of War. 

“We have proved our possession 
of the potential strength, the vital- 
ity, the productive power, and the 
technical proficiency to carry for- 
ward a successful war,” he said. 
“But we have also a past record 
» « » Of leaving che field of world 
conflict as- soon as the shooting 
ehanges to mere drudgery.

PANAMA CALLS ON 
1. 10 TURN OVE 
WARTIME. BASES 


Assembly Unanimous In 
Asking for Return of 
83 Sites — ‘Big Stick’ 
Tactics Charged.

PANAMA, Panama, Sept. 3 (AP) 
—After a debate in which the 
United States was accused of 
“wielding a big stick,” the Panama 
Assembly last night adopted unan- 
imously a resolution asking for 
immediate return of all wartime 
defense bases granted United 
States forces in this country. 


The Government earlier had 
indicated willingness to discuss 
with United States officials the 
question of whether the present 
international situation warrants 
extension of an ‘agreement by 
which the United States Army ac- 
quired the sites——83 in number. 


Under the terms of an agree- 
ment signed on May 18, 1942, both 
governments agreéd that the bases 
would be vacated by the United 
States one year after the definite 
peace covenant ending World War 
II became effective. Panama has 
declared that Sept. 1, one year 
after the signing of the Japanese 
surrender, was the date in ques- 
tion. 

United States Army headquar- 
ters announced yesterday that 
seven more of the defense sites 
had been returned to Panama, 
bringing to 72 the total relin- 
quished to date. 

In the Assembly debate, former 
Foreign Minister Jose Isaac Fa- 
brega, who introduced the resolu- 
tion, charged that the United 
States used penetration tactics to 
obtain the huge Rio Hato airbase, 
Deputy Jose Brower told the As- 
sembly that what he called “im- 
perialistic tactics” in retaining the 
bases beyond the Sept. 1 deadline 
were an outrage against Panama 
sovereignty. 

Reliable sources said United 
States Ambassador Frank T. Hines 
would submit today a request for 
a formal conference with Panama 
Government officials to negotiate 
a new agreement regarding de- 
fense sites. 

An official statement from: the 
American Embassy said: 

“The Ambassador, after lengthy 
discussions yesterday with mili- 
tary and civilian officials of the 
Canal Zone, said he knew Panama 


was ready and willing to enter

ATOMIC ENERGY 
BY-PRODUCT FAILS 
TO SAVE SICK CHILD 


Girl, 3, Dies Despite Use 
of Radio- Activated 
Phosphorus. 


BOSTON, Sept. 3 (AP)—A “high- 
ly experimental” effort to keep 
three-year-old Janice Moschella 
alive with a by product of atomic 
energy has failed. 

She died yesterday in Beth Is- 
rael Hospital after being adminis- 
tered radio-activated phosphorus, 
processed on the University of Illi- 
nois cyclotron, as a last resort. 

The child had suffered for ome 
time from a liver infection which 
had not responded to other treat- 
ments. 

A Boston specialist, Dr. Saul 
Hertz, had hoped that tumor cells 
in the child’s body would be elimi- 
nated when interference with the 
electrolytic system of the cells 
was achieved by radiation from 
the phosphorus. 

The product was flown here 
from Chicago Aug. 24 in a glass 
container inside a ray-resistant 
lead box. The girl was given three 
treatments. She lived for 10 days 
with supplemental aids of oxygen 
and blood transfusions. 

Dr. Hertz said when it was de- 
cided to try the element that “this 
is a highly experimental form of 
treatment. To consider it any- 
thing else will seriously cripple 
the great amount of research yet 
to be done on radio-activated 
phosphorus.”

Sharp Rise Expected in 
Junior and Teachers’ 
Colleges as Service

Most of the city’s 91,000 public 
school students went back to 
school today for another year of 
classes, while an additional] 25,000 
children returned to the parochial 
schools of the city. 

With most of the day devoted 
to the routine of enrollment, full- 
time classes will be resumed to- 
morrow in the public elementary 
schools and :on Thursday in the 
high schools, which will hold a 
short session tomorrow.

BELGRADE, Sept. 3 (AP)— 


1 Belgrade newspapers printed to- 


day a note the Yugoslav Govern- 
ment delivered -to the United 
State- State Department at Wash- 
ington Aug. 30, a note asking for 
a guarantee that no more Amer- 
ican planes would fly over Yugo- 
slavia and citing: new instances 
of such flights. 

The note asked the United 
States to “reply what it had un- 
dertaken to put an end to un- 
authorized and deliberate flights 
over Yugoslav territory on. the 
part of American military and 
civilian planes and what guaran- 
tees it can give that this will not 
be repeated.” 

It said no “necessary or satis- 
factory reply” had been received 
to Yugoslay notes delivered to 
the United States on Aug. 10 
and 19, 

Two American Army transport 
planes were forced down by gun- 
fire from Yugoslav fighters on 
Aug. 9 and 19. Nearly two weeks 
after the first incident, nine of 
the 10 occupants of the first Amer- 
ican plane were released after the 
United States Government had is- 
sued an ultimatum. Five Ameri- 
cans were killed in the second 
plane, 

Prenier Josip (Tito) Broz, in 
ordering the release of nine of the 
occupants of the firs. plane gave 
“strict orders” that no more for- 
eign planes, be shot down prior 
[to his formal receipt of the Amer- 
ican ultiniatum. Subsequently. 
Washington an. »unced the Yugo 
slave Government had complied 
with the ultimatum. 

The new Yugoslav note, listing 
numerous flights of American 
planes over Yugoslav territory 
since Aug. 19, declared these “can 
no longer be tolerated.” 

The United States has asked 
compensation and indemities for 
the loss of the two transports, but 
the new note said the Yugoslav 
‘government “cannot bear any re- 
sponsibility for this.” 

The note said that the two army 
transports and “many before them 
flew deep into Yugoslav territory” 
without being forced to do so by 
weather conditions and listed the 
following as flights by American 
aircraft over Yugoslavia since 
Aug. 19: 

“Aug. 23, three planes, of which 
two were bombers and one a 
transport plane, flew over Yugo- 
slav territory; Aug. 24, eight 
planes, of which three were bomb- 
ers, three pursuits and two trans- 
ports; Aug. 25, three planes—two 
pursuits and one transport; Aug. 
26, nine planes, of which seven 
were pursuits and one a bomber; 
Aug. 27, nine planes, of which 
five were bombers, two transports

500 Panes Broken. 

Falling trees broke through the 
garden wall in two places, the 
roof and guttering of the Linnean 
house was wrecked and about 500 
panes of glass were smashed. 
Building damage is insured, but 
there is no insurance on trees and 
plants, Dr. Moore stated. One of 
the original forest: oaks, which 
was in the area when Henry 
Shaw laid out the garden, lost its 
main branches in the storm. The 
garden was reopened to: the pub- 
lic today. 

About 100 homes on the South 
Side were without electric serv- 
ice for the second night last 
night. More than 1000 residences 
were without lights Sunday night, 
due to wires being torn down by 
falling branches. Crews worked 
through the night restoring serv- 
ice, and a Union Electric Co. 
spokesman said it was expected 
that service would be fully re- 
stored today. 

Park Commissioner Palmer B. 
Baumes toured the South Side 
yesterday and expressed amaze- 
ment at the number of large trees 
uprooted or snapped off at the 
trunk. In Tower Grove Park 130 
full-grown trees, including many 
taproot types, were uprooted or 
broken off by the wind, More 
than double that number were 
damaged. Lights in the park 
were out Sunday night, and roads 
and paths were flooded. Mag- 
nolia avenue, the northern park 
boundary, was made impassable 
by fallen trees and _ flooded 
streets. The ornamental windows 
in the gatehouse at the Arsenal 
street entrance, built in 1880, were 
blown out.

(Ukrainian Foreign Minister 
Dmitri) Manuilsky evidently have 
not had the effect of lessening the 
traditional Greek love of indepen- 
dence.” 

The Communist Daily Worker 
commented, on the other hand, 
that Greece was “no longer an in- 
dependent country—it is a British 
colony.” 

“Democracy in Greece has been 
murdered, and the assassin is the 
Labor Government in London,” the 
Worker said. “ 

In Istanbul Turkish sources ex- 
pressed satisfaction with the out- 
come of the plebiscite.

ENGLISH FLEET 
TO CRUISE NEAR 
GREEDE 6 WEEKS 


Will Start Operations 
Sept. 18 at About Time 
American Task Force 
Departs From Area. 


LONDON, Sept. 3 (AP) — The 
British Mediterranean fleet will 
cruise in Greek waters for ap- 
proximately six weeks beginning 
Sept, 18, the admiralty announced 
last night. 

The announcement held more 
than the usual. interest because 
an American task force is due to 
leave Mediterranean waters at 
about the same time the British 
fleet departs from Malta. The 
American carrier Franklin D. 
Roosevelt and escorting vessels, 
now in Italy, are due in Greece 
Thursday and will proceed from 
there to Malta, Algiers, Tangier 
and Casablanca under a schedule 
announced Aug. 28 by the United 
States Navy in Washington. 

The Roosevelt is due at Tangier 
Sept. 18. Navy men have em- 
phasized, however, that her sched- 
ule was subject to change, with 
a possibility the task force would 
go on to Dardanelles.

NEW YORK, Sept. 3 (AP)— 
Stocks today suffered the sharp 


est break in 16 years with numer-|, 


‘out leaders dropping 1 to 14 points 
to lows since last fall or longer. 
One issue was off 17 points. 

Prices, slightly downward at 
the start, really began to retreat 
before midday when the ticker 
tape, for an interval, was behind 
actual floor transactions. VYolume 
then tapered but a fresh wave 
of liquidation hit the list in the 
fourth hour when quotations gen- 
erally reached bottom and the 
recording machinery again lagged 
for almost 40 minutes, Extreme 
losses were reduced in many 
cases at tha close. Transfers 
were among the largest of 1946 
to date. 

Sales footed up 2,900,000 shares 
compared with 1,160,000 shares 
last Friday. 

The market was the second 
broadest on record, being only 2 
below peak. 

Of the. 1075 issues traded, 986 
closed lower, 32 higher and 57 un- 
changed. There were 548 new 
1946 lows and no new highs. 

The Associated Press average of 
60 stocks closed down 4.7 points 
at 66.3. New 1946 lows were re- 
corded by the total and each group. 

(The Dow-Jones industrial aver- 
age cracked 10.51 points, the widest 
decline since Oct. 18, 1937, and the 
average closed today at a new low 
since Sept. 27, 1945.)

MOSCOW, Sept. 3 (AP)—The 
Communist newspaper Pravda 
accused the United States today 
of stripping Japan and also of 
seeking to rejuvenate that coun- 
try into an American-ruled 
“watchdog against the peoples of 
the Far East.” 


The comments were part of 
Russia’s observance of V-J day. 
From Prime Minister Stalin 
down, no official or press men- 
tion was made of the American 
or British contribution to the de- 
feat of Japan. Nor was there 
mention of the atomic bombs ex- 
ploded at Hiroshima and Naga- 
saki in the last days of the war. 


Russia declared war on Japan 
Aug. 8, 1945, and Japan surren- 
dered Sept. 2 after being at war 
with the United States since Dec. 
7, 1941. 

Pravda and other Russian 
newspapers took the line that Ja- 
pan still was dangerously strong 
and would have fought for years 
had not Russia entered that war. 


Stalin’s Message. 


Stalin’s order of the day, ad- 
dressed to the armed forces and 
the “toiling masses of the Soviet 
Union,” asserted: 


“One year ago today, the So- 
viet people and their armed forc- 
es victoriously finished the war 
against imperialist Japan. Japan 
signed an act of unconditional 
surrender. The Soviet people and 
their armed forces upheld this 
victory and with this victory ren- 
dered an enormous contribution 
to the cause of achieving peace 
in the whole world.” 

Pravda said: 

“Disregarding the experience of 
history, American imperialists 
count on the rebirth of Japan— 
but a Japan subjected to Ameri- 
can rule in the capacity of a

| watchdog against the peoples of 


the Far East.” 

The article asserted that the 
United States, without waiting 
for a decision by the Allies on 
reparations, was stripping Japan 
of industrial equipment, gold, dia- 
monds and large shipments of 
“strategic war materials.” (No 
mention was made of any Rus- 
sian seizures of industrial equip- 
ment in Manchuria.) 

Pravda editorialized: “People 
can be found who without modes- 
ty, affirm that the fate of Japan 


was decided before the Soviet 
Union entered the war. But facts 
are stubborn things and the logic

The supreme commander of the 
Allied powers, in a summary of 
the first year of the occupation 
of Japan, asked “which concept 
will prevail over these. islands, 
which now are being redesigned 
in the aftermath of war?” 

The answer to that question, he 
said, “profoundly affects the des- 
tiny of all men and the future 
course of all civilization.” 

In a strongly worded statement 
which reflected his well-known 
but seldom expressed concern 
over the strife between the two 
ideologies, MacArthur declared 
that a clash between democracy 
and communism in this country 
would be “no slight disadvantage 
to those who seek, as intended at 
Potsdam, the great middle course 
of democracy.” 

He warned that “the Japanese, 
long regimented under a philoso- 
phy of the extreme conservative 
right, might prove easy prey to 
those seeking to impose a doctrine 
leading again to regimentation un- 
der the philosophy of the extreme 
radical left.” 

Democratic ideals “embodying 
the principles of right, justice and 
decency” will be the corner stone 
of Japanese freedom, he said, “un- 
less uprooted and suppressed by 
the inroads of some conflicting 
ideology which might negate in- 
dividual freedom, destroy individ- 
ual initiative and mock individual 
dignity.” 

Defeat meant for the Japanese 
the collapse of their faith—“dis- 
integration of everything they had 
believed in, lived by and fought 
for,” MacArthur went on. The ar- 
rival of the American combat sol- 
dier with his “fine sense of self- 
respect, self-confidence and self- 
control” showed the Japanese the 
fallacy of their former beliefs.

In Defense of Politicians 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


In the people’s column of Aug. 18, 
there appeared a letter signed W. B., 
wherein he suggests that politicians de- 
light in the stupidity of the voters and 
suggests that some kind of a discussion 
period be held in public schools to over- 
come the “stupidity” of our citizens. 

If our citizens are stupid at the polls, 
it is not the fault of the politicians. 
Nearly every ward organization of the 
two major parties mails a letter of in- 
struction and a sample ballot to all the 
registered voters in its ward, showing 
the voters how to vote and advising them 
that their ballots will not be counted if 
they are not legally marked. 

The trouble with too many average 
citizens is that there has been built up 
in their ‘minds a misconception about 
politicians—that they should not pay any 
attention to anything politicians say or 
suggest. The fact is that the average 
politician is just the average man and 
Woman you meet any place. Most poli- 
. ticians are honest and sincerely trying to 
do a good job. They make every effort 
,to get every member of their party liv- 
ing in their ward to help them. 

Unfortunately, too many citizens pay 
no attention to their ward political af- 
fairs. Most of them don’t even exercise 
the great privilege of voting, or when 
they do vote they frequently spoil their 
ballots and lose their votes entirely. In 
our ward on Aug. 6, less than 3600 out 
of a registration of more than 14,000 reg- 
istered voters voted. 

Every ward organization will welcome 
anyone to its meetings and will welcome 
anyone who will work in the organiza- 
tion. If you don’t like the way the pres- 
ent ward organization operates, start one 
of your own. 

My idea is that practical politics 
should be taught in our public schools 
and our colleges. The political science 
taught in our colleges today by instruc- 
tors not familiar with practical politics 
will not remedy the problem. . 

It so happens that W. B.’s idea was 
the discussion topic some two months 
ago at one of our Young Republican or- 
ganizations of the Twenty-eighth Ward. 
We are now in the process of framing 
a petition to the Board of Education re- 
questing that such a course in voting 
procedure and practical politics be in- 
corporated in the high school curriculum 
for 1946-47, ; 

Most of our members are GIs and we 
welcome all who want to join us. We 
have very fine discussions on political 
or civic subjects and we are not dic- 
tated to by the regular ward organiza- 
tion. They co-operate with us in every 
way, and those of us who care to work 
with them do so,

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The Symbol of Nuernberg 


Forty-one weeks after aggression was brought 
before the conscience of the civilized world, the 
tfials of Nazidom at its shrine city are ended. 
Nuernberg at last is still. Before it was a sym- 
bol of the neo-voodooism of Adolf Hitler, it was 
a symbol of the Hehenstaufens in the Middle 


_ Ages, but now it is a new symbol: of punishment 


for murder, no matter how high-placed the mur- 
derers, _ | 

Here 22 individuals came to the dock for 
crime, and seven organizations for criminality. 
Goering came here, bold, sophisticated and 
fluent—Goering, the dope fiend, the murderer- 
by-air of whole cities, of Rotterdam and Warsaw 
and Coventry, and of cities with rather more 
Spanish names, Field Marshal Wilhelm Keitel 
slept here, uneasily, for all the arrogance of the 
@ourtroom. Robert Ley, enslaver of German la- 
bor, slept too uneasily altogether, and one morn- 
ing dangled from a rope in his cell. 
' Nuernberg, the new symbol, has to do with 
the stolid Walther Funk and the diabolic 
Hjalmar Schacht, who made murder financially 


' feasible; with the gray, quiet Franz von Papen 


and the once-popinjay Von Ribbentrop, now a 
feeble old man, who by diplomacy made the vic- 
tims of murder more easily accessible. 

There was the thin haunted Rudolf Hess, 
once Hitler’s No. 2 Nazi, with his fake insanity 
and his real stomach cramps, cowardice being’ 
an ailment with oddly disparate symptoms some- 
times. There were the impudent Julius Streicher, 
the Jew-baiter; the elegant Alfred Rosenberg, 
the ideological expert; the owlish Seyss-Inquart, 
the Austrian quisling; the bruitish Hans Frank, 
the butcher of Poland; the craggy, emotionless 
Grand Admiral, Karl Doenitz. 

To them, Nuernberg became a new symbol as 
they looked on, listened, and spoke. It became 
the symbol of democratic justice. Where they 
would have meted out the scant sum of it that 
can be got on a drumhead, they received justice 
to the full. They were allowed to hear all the 
charges and all the evidence against them. They 
were allowed counsel, and to testify in their own 
behalf, and to submit the evidence they were 
able to gather up in their defense. 

But the justice of which Nuernberg has, for 
all these months, been becoming a symbol, to 
them and to the world, was one not merely of 
right, but of stern right. The easy venality of 
the old cartelism in martial murder was thrown 
out the window of the lofty, spartan courtroom. 
Once criminal diplomats and criminal soldiers 
could speak behind the backs of their people, 
and behind the backs of the people of their con- 
queror nations. Once they could, say, with an 
obscene wink: “Who knows? You may be the 
caught criminal next. It will be prudent to deal 
with us, not according to our desserts, but ac- 
cording to your fears.” 

This doctrine of the dark brotherhood of dip- 
lomat and diplomat, of soldier and soldier, above 
country, above right and wrong, above humanity 
itself, was interred at Nuernberg with the little 
decency it deserved. A new doctrine was enun- 
ciated, as old as justice itself; documented and 
elaborated by the chief United States prosecutor, 
Justice Robert Jackson of the Supreme Court. 

Justice Jackson invoked three centuries of 
mankind’s sense of justice to authenticate Nuern- 
berg. He cited Lord Chief Justice Edward Coke, 
who told King James that Kings are “under God 
and the law”; and the great Dutch jurist Grotius, 
the father of international law, who taught that 
there is a legal distinction between war of de- 
fense, which is just, and war of aggression, 
which is unjust. 

Down these three centuries to the present day 
the troubled mind of civilized man has con- 
tinued to testify to its sense of wrong in aggres- 
sion, In the 1924 protocol of Geneva, 48 nations 
committed themselves to the principle that “a 
war of aggression constitutes . .. an interna- 
tional crime.” In the Briand-Kellogg pact of 
1928, virtually all the nations of the earth re- 


nounced war as an instrument of national policy. . 


The eighth assembly of the League of Nations 
in 1927, the sixth Pan-American conference in 
1928, testified to the criminality of aggression. 
“It is high time,” said Justice Jackson, “that 
we act on the juridical principle that aggressive 
warmaking is illegal ang criminal. ... An attack 
on the foundations of international relations can- 
not be regarded as anything less than a crime 
against the international community, which may 
properly vindicate the integrity of its funda- 
mental compacts by punishing aggressors.” 
Such is the symbol of Nuernberg. It is a sym- 
bol which Hitler, Himmler and Goebbels, 
cravens. at the last, dared not live to face. It 
is the symbol which the crew of motley Napole- 
ons in the dock faced to learn that murder is 
always a crime and is always punishable. It is 
the symbol which would-be Fuehrers, Duces, 
Kaisers, et al., of the future would better ponder 
soberly before deciding whether crime against 
humanity is worth the risk. 
Nuernberg is a warning: 


“Let the aggressor 
beware!” |

Dr. Edward Y, Hartshorne, military govern- 
ment chief of German universities in the United 
States zone of occupation, has been fatally shot 
while driving between Nuernberg and Munich in 
his jeep. His widow told Army investigators 
that he was wounded as they passed another jeep 
containing two United States soldiers and two 
women. 

This killing bears every indication of stem- 
ming out of the laxness and poor morale which 

has too much characterized our occupation, Stray 
shots on highways from jeeps containing women 
do not go with trained, alert, well-disciplined 
forces, 

The death of Dr. Hartshorne is a double mis-

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Is There No Alternative? 


It is weird and fantastic but tragically true 
that only a year after the close of a war that 
took some 8,000,000 lives and squandered 700 


billion dollars of the world’s wealth humani- - 


ty seems to be headed for another war, There 
is the terrible suspicion that we are kept from 
war even now only by the fact of the common 
exhaustion and war-weariness of the supposed 
contestants. 2 

The war chorus obtrudes from everywhere— 
from the corridors of the Luxembourg Palace in 
Paris, from border squabbles in Yugoslavia and 
Korea, from the formidable resentment in the 
Kremlin of an American note protesting the uni- 
lateral trade agreement between Russia and Swe- 
den, 

In our own country warlike reports are issued 
by the House Committee on Military Affairs and 
by the Senate War Contracts Investigating Com- 
mittee, The House committee says its sense of 
the imminence of conflict stems directly from a 
conference with the American Commander-in- 
Chief in Asia. William Green, in a Labor day 
speech says, “Talk up to Russia or fight her 
later.” One of the veterans’ organizations con- 
ducts a nationwide series of programs on the 
note of preparedness for war. 

If it is true that Russia is a nation with an 
overweening and insatiable sense of “destiny”— 
if it is true that there is not enough room in the 
world for the democratic and totalitarian ideolo- 
gies—then there is nothing for it but war. But 
this premise will bear the closest examination, 
and it is criminal to give it anything less, In 
various eras pf history conflicting ideologies have 
managed to live peacefully in the world together 
for long periods. May it not be so again, if 
everyone concerned addresses himself sensibly to 
the objectives of peace? 

Speaking at Lincoln, Neb., Sunday, Gen. Eisen- 
hower delivered himself of some wise counsel: 


If we are strong (he said) we can be firm 
without truculence, we can compose without 
appeasing. 

On our side we must appreciate the senti- 
ments of those who have been victims of 
war, who have had their homes burned, their 
children and their. aged brutally massacred 
and their country devastated. Revenge is an 
understandable even if a sterile emotion. 

Such victims will not brook interference 
with their efforts to seek out and erect every’ 
possible safeguard against a recurrence of 
their nation’s tragedy. ... The task then is 
not merely to get others to understand us 
—we have a reciprocal duty with respect to 
them. 


One way of understanding is for the heads of 
nations to meet:together for calm discussion of 
the sources of conflict, President Roosevelt was 
a past master at using this device.

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Housing on the Assembly Line 

Almost unobserved, housing at last has 
reached the assembly line, Today's Mirror of 
Public Opinion shows that factory production of 
prefabricated homes will pass the 20,000-mark 
this month. Although the figure is considerably 
short of stupendous, it is close to the level 
reached by both the auto and aircraft industries 
when they began mass production, 

From now on, the obstacle before prefabrica- 


- tion is likely to be public acceptance rather than 


production, Real estate and building interests, 
working for profitable obsolescence, have repre- 
sented that prefabs are shoddy, or all look alike, 
or are expensive, until the public has often swal- 
lowed ignorance from propaganda. — 

The truth probably will come from the assem- 
bly line. When people can see prefabs in num- 
bers, neither outmoded builders nor feather- 
bedding unions will stand in the way. The in- 
dependent analysis which is summarized on this 
page shows that the principal makes of prefabs 
are well built, variously designed, cheap to ship 
and easy to erect. 

This advent of the industrial revolution in 
home construction will help remedy the slums 
and shacks which are a hangover from a less 
efficient era. Although tailor-made building 
will continue, mass construction promises relief 
for poorly sheltered millions.

In both the au- 
tomobile and the aircraft industries, an an- 
nual production of 20,000 to 30,000 units was 
the critical point at which mass production 
techniques began to achieve worthwhile 
savings for both maker and purchaser, 


The anticipated production of 30,000 
homes in 1946 represents only about 10 per 
cent of the total capacity of the prefabri- 
cated home manufacturing industry, and 
only 30 per cent of the National Housing 
Agency’s already reduced 1946 goal for pre- 
fabricated homes, Output has run far short 
of earlier hopes, due to strikes and other 
delays in the flow of steel, soil pipe, glass, 
plywood, millwork, flooring and other items. 


The industry should have.little difficulty 
in 1947, however, in passing the second 
critical volume point, that of a 50,000-unit 
annual production, which in the automobile 
and aircraft industries was the point at 
which mass production became general and 
its economies became sizeable. 


Growth of Assembly Lines 


The first assembly-line techniques ap- 
peared in the automobile industry in 1904 
when 22,130 vehicles were produced, Large- 
scale mass production methods really be- 
gan in 1908, when the industry produced 
approximately 63,500 units. 


In the aircraft industry, assembly line 
methods were introduced in a limited way 
in some factories during 1941, when the 
year’s production totalled about 24,000 
planes. Full-scale mass: production meth- 
ods arrived in 1943 and 1944 as annual out- 
put passed 50,000 units and soared on be- 
yond that volume, 

Widespread ignorance of prefabricated 
housing is the major hurdle to be sur- 
mounted by the industry, In various ques- 
tionnaire surveys, the principal objection 
mentioned by the public is “flimsy con- 
struction,” although 34 principal makes of 


prefabricated homes have official Wash- 


ington approval under FHA construction 
standards, The public tends to confuse pre- 
fabricated homes with the temporary war 
housing which appeared in many sections 
of the country during the war years. 


Building code restrictions and labor union 
opposition in many large cities are not 
serious worries of the industry at present. 
There is sufficient demand from suburban 
communities and small. cities and towns 
to keep the industry operating at capacity 
for some years to come, ‘ 


Economies for Consumer 


Prefabricators are generally spending lit- 
tle time or effort trying to “buck” local- 
ized opposition but instead are concentrat- 
ing on supplying localities where the fac- 
tory-built home is readily accepted. Some 
relaxation of opposition is reported from a 
number of urban centers, in 
the Middle West and in the Prefabri- 
cation leaders expect opposition ually 
to melt away with a wider distribution of 
their products, : , 

With operations at only 10 or 15 per cent 
of capacity, due to flow of mate- 
rials, assembly-line economies to the con- 
sumer are still limited, Maximum reduc- 
tions in costs, comparable to economies 
achieved in automobile and aircraft manu- 


facture in the 1920s and 1930s, await maxi- 
mum use and general public acceptance of 
new home construction materials, such as 
metals and plastics, 


The conservatism of the public offers a 
major problem in this respect. Radical 
changes in design are quickly accepted by 
the public in automobiles, whereas in the 
matter of a lifetime purchase like a home, 
the average American husband and wife 
are deeply conservative, 


The enormous weight of conventional 
home construction materials runs up trans- 
portation costs and limits the radius of op- 
erations of the average prefabricated home 
manufacturer to 200 or 300 miles, The use 
of modern lightweight materials is the logi- 
cal answer to present high transportation 
costs, and at the same time is the means to 
faster manufacturing techniques and great- 
er economies, 


Tailored or Ready-Made? 


Some prefabricators are already using 
materials and technique discovered during 
the war in the production of the plywood 
mosquito bomber, and are fabricating outer 
and inner walls of plywood bonded to ribs 
or studs under heat and pressure. Although 
walls so constructed have greater strength 
than conventional construction, the public 
is slow to accept them, and requires much 
“selling.” 


Another rather widely publicized objec- 
tion to prefabricated housing, that of lack 
of individuality, is not considered a sub- 
stantial psychological hazard by the indus- 
try, which points out that there is a con- 
siderably wider variety of prefabricated 
home designs already available than ig or- 
dinarily found among the moderate income 
neighborhoods for which such homes are 
primarily intended. Thousands live in uni- 
form “row” houses in certain eastern cities, 
in. order to get greater interior luxury and 
convenience for their housing dollar. 


Prefabricated homes will not eliminate 
the individual builder, any more than ready- 
made clothing has eliminated the tailor. 
Housing history will probably mark 1946- 
1947, however, as the period in which the 
assembly-line home really arrived on the 
American scene, by passing the critical 
mass production levels of 25,000 and 50,000 
units per year.

The Default to ‘Either-Or’ 


DINNER AT THE WHITE HOUSE, by Louis Adamic. 

(Harper & Bros., New York.) 

Louis Adamic has written several books 
about the role of America in world affairs. 
Among the most provocative of these, “Two 
Way Passage,” interested President and 
Mrs, Roosevelt so much that the author 
was invited to dine at the White House 
and to discuss it with the Roosevelts and 
Winston Churchill. 

This serves as the springboard for Ad- 
amic’s latest book, “Dinner at the White 
House,” a vigorous and intimate account 
of the bonds and conflicts of Roosevelt and 
Churchill and the effects of those bonds 
and conflicts upon economic and political 
co-operation among the nations. 

Adamic measures the “two ‘great archi- 
tects of victory” in terms of what they did 
to fulfill the proposals set forth by him in 
“Two Way Passage.” 

* * - 


During the war in Europe, the United 
States, he maintained, should develop eco- 
nomic and political reconstruction programs 
for the various countries. Teams of indi- 
viduals carefully selected from many of 
the first and second generation Americans 
having backgrounds in European lands or 
regions were to be trained and made ready 
“to enter the countries the moment they 
were liberated, fill in the vacuum left by 
the defeated Axis forces, and help the peo- 
ples work themselves out of devastation.” 

In this way, America, being the result of 
immigrants who in the past 300 years made 
the “Passage Here,” was to keep the Old 
World from blowing up again after World 
War II by facilitating “Passage Back.” 
While administering relief and reconstruc- 
tion, America was to convey the very most 
of its experience in democracy—"including | 
the practice of federalism, concern for the 
general welfare, the spread of ethnic ‘unity 
within diversity,’ and the principle of the 
importance of the individual.” 

Churchill, according to Adamic, was the 
guardian of Tory England and as such 
was the stanch exponent of the Hither/Or 
Era—*in the colonial world, in places like 
Southeastern Europe, even elsewhere in 
Europe, as well as in Asia, it will be either 
Red Communism or what you Americans 
consider our deplorable imperialism. .. . 
Where will you be without us British? 
With all our flaws, the Commonwealth 
and the Empire are the most considerable 
stabilizer in the world.” 

« * . 

In maintaining that the Two Way Pas- 
sage idea “opens up vistas,” and “appeals 
to the imagination,” Roosevelt, on the 
‘other hand, wanted none of “that Either/Or 
business.” According to Adamic, Roose 
velt, committed to the growth and spread 
of democracy, maintained that empire is 
irreconcilable with democracy, and Amer- 
ica with her middle-of-the-road policy could 
very well solve postwar problems amicably 
with Russians, Britons and others. 

Adamic divides the blame for failure: 
“For reasons based to the desires and urges 
governing large numbers of articulate, ag- 
gressively minded Americans as we ap- 
proached the middle of the decisive twen-

The way to settle the problem 
of this highly inflamed sore spot 
is to restore the Anglo-Saxon-Rus- 
sian relations to health.

The basic truth, as it appears 
to me, after a brief but well 
guided investigation of this aréa, 
is as follows. The Yugoslavs are 
fighting in the name of the entire 
Soviet bloc to close this gateway 
to Soviet-dominated Central Eu- 
rope. The Anglo-Saxons are fight- 
ing to keep it open. 


Ill-Starred Compromise. 


Naturally the Yugoslavs want 
Yries:e for nationalistic reasons. 
The Italians want to keep it for 
the same reasons. But this could 
be compromised by broad interna- 
tionalization, The scheme for in- 
ternationalization is being dis- 
cussed at the Paris Peace Confer- 
ence. It is not sure that it will 
be accepted. 


If it is accepted most of the 
wisest people in this city are sure 
that in its present form it will 
not work. For neither the Yugo- 
slavs nor their big Russian broth- 
ers will want it to work. There- 
fore, they seem likely to use it 
as a standing pretext for raising 
cain, ; 

On the other side, the Italians 
won't willingly renounce the city 
which has been Latin since its be- 
ginning and which, for the last 
century, has been a symbol of 
Italian pride. They too seem 
bound to go on trying to recover 
the city, which is still overwhelm- 
ingly Italian, 


Humble Pie. 


Last Wednesday I stood at the 
international barrier at Aisovizza, 
east of Gorizia, and witnessed a 
strange sight. After over 24 hours 
delay an bulance, accompanied 
by the American Ambassador Pat- 
terson from Belgrade and several 
other persons, brought to the bar- 
rier remains of the five Americans 
shot down in cold blood by Yugo- 
slav fighter planes, over near Bled 
in Yugoslavia. American soldiers 
transferred the bodies to American 
ambulances and sent them to 
Udine and the United States for 
burial. 

While Yugoslav officers stood at 
salute, the commander of the Yu- 
goslavy air-squadron, Major Ilia 
Poic, who murdered these avi- 
‘ators, stood before Maj. General 
‘Moore, commanding the Eightieth 
United States Division, and before 
Ambassador Patterson and ate 
humble pie. He said he was sorry 
he had shot down the American 
planes and would not shoot down 
any more, Ambassador Patterson 
told the assembled news and cam- 
era men that Marshal Tito had 
also promised to refrain from kill- 
ing any more of his American 
allies — which was nice or Tito. 


Then we all drove back to Gorizia, 
convinced that the basic situation 
was no more settled than before. 

You might think the simplest 
solution would be to let the people 
of this entire mixed Italian and 
Slovene region choose the regime 
they prefer, You might, until you 
come here. Then you find that 
the large number of Italian speak- 
ers—mostly Reds and pinks—are 
for Yugoslavia, This is upsetting 
until you find that many Istrians 
and Slavs from the Isonzo valley 
are for internationalization be- 
cause they hate Tito’s type of 
Communism, 


Plebiscite Excluded. 


At this point you probably sug- 
gest asking them all by a pleb- 
iscite. But the Yugoslavs will not 
accept a plebiscite under Anglo- 
American auspices and the Anglo- 
Americans are convinced that 
Tito’s Slavs have so terrorized the 
region by threats of what they 
will do when the Anglo-Saxons 
leave that the pro-Italians and 
partisans of the _ international 
state would not dare to express 
their preferences unless sure they 
were going to be protected from 


the Yugoslavs indefinitely. 

For all these reasons—short of 
any real Anglo-Saxon-Soviet un- 
derstanding on the basic issues— 
the international state is probably 
the best solution. But what inter- 
national state? Most experts here 
are government servants of one 
kind or another who cannot be 
quoted. They are, however, about 
universal in upholding that that 
state actually being discussed at 
Paris is ridiculous. 

“Drawn by students around a 
conference table rather than by 
practical men on the spot,” one | 
big shot snorted. 

Criticism boils down to these 
points chiefly: First, a new state 
is being carved almost exclusively 
from Italians rather than from 
both sides. Second, a new state 
will be too small to live. Cut from 
water and food sources it can 
easily be pressured by Yugoslavia. 
Third, a new state would not keep 
Italy and Yugoslavia apart. 
Fourth, a new state would not 
open the door to Central Europe. 


A Trieste Corridor? 


The best proposal seems to be 
to extend the free territory north 
to the Austrian border with its 
own highway and trunk railway, 
thus joining the port of Trieste 
with real customers, Austrians, 
Hungarians, Czechs and Poles, in- 
dependently of its neighbors, Italy 
and Yugoslavia. Incidentally, this 
is probably the first time in his- 
tory where two countries have bit- 
terly contended for possession of a 
port which neither needs nor can 
properly use, 

Short of a greatly extended in- 
ternational territory, the wisest 
people here insist it is better to 
have no international territory 
and simply draw a new frontier 
between Italy and Yugoslavia. The 


only question is where, on the 
same buttock?

Sitting on the shore 
of this playground that projects 
out into the Atlantic, you think 
of the long sweep of the Ameri- 
ean earth; the fir-bordered lakes 
of Wisconsin and Minnesota, the 
Rockies and the great parks where 
thousands upon thousands of 
tcurists get at least a glimpse of 
splendor; then, across the Divide 
to the Pacific slope and all its 
wonders. Here are Americans by 
the million, playing, relaxing. 


Far From the Cauldron. 


It seems so far from the caul- 
drons of Europe, where hate and 
jealousy bubble more fiercely than 
ever. Although we've learned 
painfully that it is just next door, 
Trieste seems a million miles from 
Cape Cod, What is it that has 
made the difference? Is it. our 
space and our natural wealth? Is 
it the fact that we could make 
more or less a clean start, break- 
ing with the old nationalist ri- 
valries? Is it, as our isolationists 
like to tell us, merely the fact 
of our physical isolation? 

“Earth could be fair.” I think

America is relaxing in this first summer of the peace, Relaxing,

For the’ young, it was a distant 
gleam of hope; they wanted to 
know if they couldn’t join our 
army and thereby qualify them- 
selves for citizenship. 

This was in the Yugoslavia of 
swaggering Marshal Tito. It was 
in the Yugoslavia where even 
then a pan-Slavic imperialism 
was being fanned by an unceas- 
ing propaganda bellows. But if 
you tried to write about pan-Slav- 
ism, the censor blue-penciled it. 
Tito was not yet ready to show 
his hand, 

I don’t think most of the un- 
happy people in Yugoslavia: were 
in the. least interested in pan- 
Slavism, They wanted peace and 
a little more to eat. They wanted 
to be free of fear for a time. But 
it is wonderful what the propa- 
ganda bellows can do with a 
people who are hungry, confused, 
frustrated. 


Taken for Granted. 


An incident out of that brief 
visit comes back.. One of Tito’s 
young hotheads, wife of a cabinet 
minister, suddenly turned to me 
and said: “Don’t you. love your 
country?” To an American that 
seemed a foolish question. Of 


courses, we love our country, I 
told her. “Why- don’t you 


about it, then?” she demanded. 


Across the bay here, on the 
reefs that are out of water at low 
tide, people are clamming. The 
notices posted along the shore 
say that clamming is allowed on 
this one day only. It is signed by 
the Selectmen of Barnstable. 


Well, perhaps we do take our 
country too much for granted. 
It has always been here, rich and 
proud and heautiful—if at times 
a little foolish and confused, 
Nevertheless, that seems infinite- 
ly preferable to the disease of 
nationalism; the terrible pathol- 
ogy of hate that is once again 
being fanned into flame, 


If you look up quickly, you can 
see those flames — there, just

Total 31,579 Higher Than 
Previous Record—142,960 
at the ‘Great Waltz.’ 


More persons attended the Mu- 
nicipal Opera this year at the 
Forest Park Outdoor Theater than 
ever before in the 28 years of 
opera history. 

Total attendance for the season, 
which closed Sunday night, was 
866,963. This was 31,579 more than 
the attendance in the previous rec- 
ord year, 1943, The “Great Waltz,” 
the final show of the season, was 
seen by 142,960 persons, the largest 
number to be attracted by any of 
the productions this summer, 

A new attendance record for a 
first production of the season, 
however, wag set by the “Desert 
Song,” which was seen by 111,839 
person in its 11-night run.

N extra delicious soup can be 

made without even coming 

near heat. Just take luscious 
red tomatoes that have ripened 
on the vines in the sun, wash, 
chop and make a puree. Then 
instead of making up a white 
sauce with regular milk, use sour 
cream instead, The lively luscious 
tasting puree combines with the 
cream to produce a soup or cock- 
tail of wonderful appearance and 
flavor. And not any fancy sea- 
soning is required to induce the 
family to approve it. It will be 
welcome on any sultry day as an 
invigorating meal starter. It will 
take only a jiffy to make the soup 
if you have a food mill to make 
the puree. It will take somewhat 
longer if you have to push toma- 
toes through a sieve with a wood- 
en spoon. A food mill is a real 
investment for the woman who 
does all around cooking; it can 
be used to make many a task 
lighter and less messy. 


Cream of Tomato Soup 
(with sour cream) 


One quart fresh tomato puree, 
chilled, % pint sour cream, chilled, 
1 teaspoon lemon juice, 1 teaspoon 
sugar, 1 teaspoon salt, pepper to 
taste, celery salt to taste. 

Combine all ingredients in 
chilled bowl, beat thoroughly with 
beater and serve in soup dishes or 
juice glasses. Four servings.

Sift all-purpose flour, measure 
one and one-half cups and resift 
with one-half teaspoon salt, three 
tablespoons cream of tartar, one- 
half teaspoon soda, one-half tea- 
spoon baking powder. Cream one- 
half cup shortening with one cup 
sugar and one-half teaspoon cin- 
namon until fluffy. Add two 
beaten eggs. Add one-half cup 
milk alternately with the dry in- 
gredients, beating well after each 
addition. Gently fold in two cups 
blueberries. Pour into a buttered 
nine-inch square cake pan. Bake 
at 350 degrees F. for 45 minutes. 
Serve warm or cold with lemon 
sauce. Eight servings. 


Lemon Sauce, 


Combine one tablespoon corn- 
starch, three-fourths cup sugar 
and a dash of salt. Add three- 
fourths cup water. Bring to a boil 
over direct heat, stirring con- 
stantly until mixture boils and 
thickens. Stir into one beaten 
egg yolk. Return to pan and 
cook two minutes longer, add one 
tablespoon butter and stir well. 
Beat egg white until stiff, fold 
into the hot mixture. Add two 
tablespoons lemon juice. Stir un- 
til blended, Serve hot or cold.

RE are two »professions 
which evidently no longer ap- 
peal to either men or women, 
and yet in the past they were the 
two which drew the most intelli- 
gent people—people who wanted 
not only to make money but to be 
of real service in the world. One 
is the teaching profession and the 
other is the nursing profession. 

In the teaching profession, it is 
especially difficult to get men, 
who feel that they must earn an 
adequate living for themselves and 
their families. Even women, how- 
ever, are not going into this pro- 
fession the way they once did, 
The World Conference of Teach- 
ers held recently at Endicott, N.Y., 
showed that this was a major 
difficulty in all English-speaking 
countries. Great Britain, Canada 
and the United States have the 
biggest shortages, but the short- 
age in the profession exists all 
over the world. ‘ 

x * * 

IT IS a major catastrophe for the 

future. One of our metropolitan 


newspapers says that the first 
thing to do is to give teachers ade- 
quate pay. This unfortunately can- 
not be done unless throughout our 
communities we change the status 
of the teacher. In the past, even 
in the early days of this country, 
the traveling teacher — who had 
only a few books and only taught 
here and there for a few weeks at 
a time—was given a standing and 
was looked upon with such deep 
respect that his position was en- 
vied by all. With the growth of 
our material and industrial civili- 
zation, this respect for learning 
has changed. Teaching must bring 
returns more nearly comparable 
with those in business for teaching 
to be a respected profession and 
attract able young people. 

In addition, the teaching profes- 
sion will have to be granted free- 
dom of thought and action, School 
boards cannot control the minds 
of their teachers. No one with 
self-respect will be a teacher un- 
der such circumstances,

THE NURSING PROFESSION 
affects women far more than 
men, since comparatively few men 
take up this profession, But to- 
day nurses are needed in public 
health, in industry and in state and 
federal institutions, and they re- 
quire far better training than in 
the past. It is not just home 
nursing that is suffering, or even 
private patients in hospitals. It 
is the whole community. 

Here better pay would 
seem to be a factor, though in 
some cases nurses now have ade- 
quate working conditions and ade- 
quate pay. It is opportunities for 
advancement and for standing in 
the community, however, that will 
probably attract the young people 
to this profession.

JAP FAMILY TRUSTS LINKED 
WITH TRAFFIC IN NARCOTICS 


TOKYO, Sept. 3 (AP)—Japan’s 
great family trusts were linked 
directly with the nation’s war 
plans today when the interna- 
tional military tribunal was told 
that in 1939 Mitsubishi and Mit- 
sui agreed to share narcotics traf- 
fic in the Far East. 

Deputy Prosecutor Arthur A. 
Sandusky, of Sheridan, Wyo., 
charged that Mitsubishi elected to 
control the narcotics traffic in 
Japan and Manchuria and Mit- 
sui took central and south China. 

He asserted the two Zaibatsu 
(family monopolies) collaborated 
with the Hwantung army to use 
narcotics ag a weapon of aggres- 
sion—making it easily accessible 
to the Chinese so they would not 
resist Japan's armies.

Of Influenza

ORTUNATELY, we have 
Fitenrnes much about influensa 
since the severe epidemic in 
1918, which spread throughout the 
world and killed thousands upon 
thousands of people. Then, we 


_knew almost nothing about what 


caused influenza. Now, we have a 
great deal of evidence to show 
that the disease is caused by a 
virus, the smallest of all disease- 
producing organisms. 

We know that there are two 
strains of this virus, influenza A 
and influenza B, and that either 
or both may produce the disease. 
We have even developed a yaccine 
against it,. which seems to give 
certain people protection for sev- 
eral months at least. 

However, many people will still 
contract influenza even after re- 
ceiving the vaccine, so that we 
also know we cannot rely on it 
100 per cent,

IN THE YEARS since the last 
epidemic we have gained new 
knowledge about treatment, too, 
and have better weapons to com- 
bat itg worst effect than we ever 
had in the past. 

Influenza causes pain and ach- 
ing in the muscles, sometimes 
cough and sore throat, headache 
and loss of appetite, and usually 
fever. When an attack occurs, it 
is advisable that the patient go to 
bed at once. According to Dr. Wil- 
liam Gunn of London, going to 
bed early when an attack occurs 
is not only in the interest of the 
patient, but also helps to protect 
others who might catch the dis- 
ease from him. 

Often, the early symptoms may 
be so mild that the patient tries 
to remain yp and about. This 
may cause the disease to become 
more severe and lead to a pro- 
longed illness.

OTHER MEASURES should in- 
clude the correction of constipa- 
jon, drugs prescribed by the 
physician to relieve headache, ir- 
ritability and sleeplessness, and 
nose drops if there is a great deal 
of nasal congestion. Sometimes, a 
cough medicine may also be re- 
oe since the cough is usually 
ry and extremely irritating. 
Some patients find a hot drink 
helpful in overcoming sleepless- 
ness and the feeling of tiredness 
which accompanies influential in- 
fections. 

For sore throat, Dr. Gunn sug- 
gests the breathing in of a mix- 
ture of equal parts of powdered 
aspirin and  gulfathiazole, Lo- 
zenges containing one of the esul- 
fonamide drugs or penicillin have 
also been found helpful. 

One of the chief dangers of in- 
fluenza is that a secondary infec- 
tion with streptococci or pneu- 
mococci or other germs may oc- 
cur. For this reason, penicillin 
and sulfonamide drugs are often 
administered during an influensa 
attack to help ward off complica- 
tions, All of these, of course, are 
taken only under a physician's 
order.

Giving Boys Fair Chance in Life 


Non-Sectarian Institution Headed by 


Catholic Priest—Year-Round Camp on 
Illinois River—How Group Operates

T being Sunday, the Trail 

Rangers of America had gone 

to church, the Catholic boys to 
mass at Michael and the Protest- 
ant boys by station wagon to the 
Lutheran church at Kampesville. 
It being Sunday, they were told 
that they mustn’t yell on the way. 
A boy named Joe let out a yell 
and there was a fight. 

It came out later when the boys 
returned, Director A. R, O’Brien 
was telling about the boys, espec- 
ially about one of them, named 
Eugene. “I would like to have 
you meet Eugene,” he said. Eu 
gene was called in. He had been 
crying and his right optic was 
slightly discolored, It was some- 
thing that called for an explana- 
tion. Eugene wasn't one to be 
easy on himself. “We were told 
not to yell going to church,” he 
said, “Joe yelled and I hit him 
and he hit me back harder,” 

Joe was called in. “Eugene hit 
me,” he said, “and I hit him back 
and we said we'd settle it when 
we got back.” 

“Did you settle it when you got 
back” 

“Yeh.” 

“Who got the worst of it?” 

Hugene, either to escape fur- 
ther punishment or to give credit 
where credit was due, cut in, “I 
did,” he said and rubbed his eye 
to prove it. 

“All right, boys,” said O’Brien, 
“shake hands.” They shook. 

That is the way fights are set- 
tled at the Trail Rangers’ camp, 
which is the home set up here by 
the Rev, George M. Link, priest 
and naturalist, to give neglected 
poe wayward boys a chance in 
life. 

It was to give such boys a break 
that Father Link founded the 
Trail Rangers of America and 
made a home for them here on 
the bank of the Illinois river in 
Calhoun County. He had long felt 
the need of something of the sort 
and had done something about it 
in a tentative way when he was 
Illinois State Naturalist at Pere 
Marquette Park, It was in the 
hope of doing More about it that 
he sought appointment to the 
small §t. Michael parish, Here 
was a wilderness in which boys 
from the towns and cities, re- 
moved from conditions and influ- 
ences that were dragging them 
down, might be made over and 
started on the right way. 

The Trail Rangers of America 
he called an organization for the 
rescue of forgotten children and 
the prevention of delinquency. He 
brought to it the benefits of many 
years’ research and practice in the 
field of socially unadjusted youth. 
The year-round camp that he 
planned and which was brought 
into being was described as a non- 
sectarian colony for boys, with. 
“Freedom in a Prepared EXxnviron- 
ment” as itg motto, Irving L. Sor- 
ger of St, Louis helped found the 
movement and became chairman 
of the board that was set up, 

A-home for neglected boys was 
needed because there was no place 
in Illinois for them and in Mis- 
souri the reform school was the 
only place to which they could be 
sent. Father Link would consider 
his remaining life well spent in 
giving them such a home. 

Over in Sycamore Holler was 
an old farmhouse that could be 
made over into such a home, It 
was purchased, along with 270 
acres. of fields and woodland, and 
made over into an 1l-room home 
with 700 acres of unspoiled na- 
ture, a government reserve across 
the highway, as a playground. 

Before the home was finished 
there were boys knocking at the 
door. They were sent by county 
judges, juvenile officers and wel- 
fare agencies concerned about 
keeping youngsters out of inati- 
tutions of incarceration and cor- 
rection, gladly responding ‘to 
Father Link's announcement that 
he was ready to receive such boys. 
Not all who were sent could be 
accepted, for there had to be 
rules, Each boy who came had 
to be passed by a special findings

committee headed by Dr. Groves 
Smith, a psychiatrist of Godfrey, 
lll.

To the door of the Trail 
Rangers’ Home about 90 boys 
have come since it was opened 
in April, 1945, All but the 16 who 
are now there have been put 
through a period of training and 
adjustment and have been placed 
where there is the least likeli- 
hood of a relapse into the old 
pattern of behavior, They are 


not kept longer than is necessary 


because there is a waiting list of 
more than 100 and until cottages 
have been built for the housing 
of a greater number rotation is 
the rule. 

Minor infractions are dealt with 
by the Boys’ Council, under the 
supervision ef the adults. The 
boys elect their own officers. The 

resident is a bright boy with an 

‘Q. of 120 and is being sent to a 
private high school in St, Louis, 


. returning to the camp for week- 


ends. Most of the boys are from 
Missouri and Illinois but there ig 
one from Iowa and one from 
Pennsylvania. There are orphans 
and half-orphans and some who 
have been taken, for their good, 
from the custody of their parents. 

The head officers of the council 
plan with the adults the daily 
schedules and report matters that 
need attention, for they are trust- 
ed with responsibility, When there 
is an infringement of the rules the 
accused is tried before the council 
and if found guilty the punish- 
ment is decided on, subject to 
review. 

The recreation includes baseball, 
hikes and swims and skating in 
season, occasional movies in town 
and educational trips to places of 
historic interest. Boy Scouts and 
Cubs have their activities. 

Interest in nature and wild life 
is encouraged, with Father Link 
as the mentor, for that is his field. 
Care of domestic fowls and stock 
is one of the responsibilities of the 
boys, with different ones designat-
